day's celebration commemorative of the 
foundation of the historical old log col- 
lege iu 1?2C, by William Tenuent, was 
distinctively a Presbyterian celebration 
in i'e inception, the event called out per- 
sons of every religious denomination, and 
the speakers aad others taking prominent 
part in the exercises were of all shades 
in politics.

The greeting 
given to the President by the people 
along the old York road, irrespective of 
politics or religion, was a fitting prelimi- 
nary to the celebration itself. 


Tents are erected on the Tennent farm, 


the site of the old Log College, and an 
immense crowd from the surrounding 
country and Philadelphia, besides promi- 
nent Presbyterian divinai:. from all parts 
of the country, are present, Ths celebra- 
tion, which is under the auspices of the 
Presbytery of Philadelphia, North, white 
commemorating the foundation of tho 
Log College by Win. Tennent in 1720, is 
really commemorative of the founding of 
the Presbyterian church In the United 
States, aad it may also be said that 
Princeton 
College 
sprang from 
the 


primitive institution of learning estab- 
lished by Teuneut. 


A long programme of exercises was 


arranged, divided into two parts, and at 
11:20 a.m. tho services of the day wore 
opened by the reading of a verse of 
Scripture by llev. Joseph Beggs, D, D., of 
the Falls of Schuylkill, Philadelphia, 
which was followed by a prayer by Rev. 
L, W. Eckard, of Abiugton, Pa., through 
whoso efforts the celebration was carried 
from suggestion to fact.

CAUGHT AT A CBOSSIBO. 


Narrow Escape of Ed, Aungat from 


Death—One Horse Killed. 


At about 11 o'clock this forenoon an 


ijiy accident occurred at the Union 
.treet crossing of the Wabash rail- 
road, 
which 
resulted 
in 
damage 


to Wabash rolling stock, and the killing 
of a horse and injuring another. Switch 
engine 1117 was on the main track west 
of the crossing, backing east with a stiing 
of six box oars loaded with grain. 
On 


the side track north is a long string of 
box cars, the east end being close to the 
crossing, so close that a party in a vehicle 
driving toward the crossing from the 
north, unless be kept a sharp lookout or 
heard a whistle or bell, would not notice 
an approaching train until on the nross- 
ng. Edward Aungst, driver for Fred 
Wermng, proprietor of the city bakery at 
533 North Morgan street, had been in the 
second ward delivering bread. 
He was 


driving two horses attached to the cov- 
ered bakery wagon. He was behind time, 
and as he approached the crossing down 
Union street from the north, he was going 
at ft rapid rate of speed. The wagon was 
making considerable noise, and he did 
not see the cars moving nor hear any 
noise or alarm. Just as his team was 
ibout to cross over the main track, the 
•npidly moving box cars dashed up to 
he crossing, and in a flash the horses 
were struck, the one on the west side, a 
white horse, receiving the force of the 
rernfie blow. 
In an instant Ed saw bis 


danger and he jumped for his life, falling 
nto a ditch of weeda on the north side 
without injury. 
The white horse was 


caught under the wheels, dragged east of 
.he crossing two car lengths and killed. 
It was frightfully mangled. 
The bay 


horse had one of the leaders of its left 
lind leg cut and it bled profusely, re- 
luiring the attention of a veterinarian. 
Che wagon was hurled over, and the 
ongne and double trees splintered while 
there was little to be seen of the harness. 
One of the trucks of the colliding box 
oar was thrown from the rails, and the 
car itself badly damaged by the wrencb- 
ng it received. 


The nerves of Mr. Annual were com- 


pletely unstrung by the mishap, and for 
some time afterward be luy upon a bed 
at the home of Mr. Frank Hosteller near 
the scene of the accident. He wiis not 
njured in the least, only frightened by 
ihe remembrance of the danger which he 
escaped in a miraculous manner. Hud 
le been six inches further south on the 
crossing when the c»rs struck the rig, he 
would have been killed oatright. 


Later he was taken to his home in B 


carriage. 


The wreck was cleared away iti time to 


>ermit the St. Louis train to paas down 
,o the depot, only a few minutes late. 
The Springfield tram was necessarily dc- 
ayed for a longer period. 


Dr. Hosteller was called to attend Mr. 


Aungsl, and Dr. Swain made an examin- 
ation of the injured horse. He thinks it 
will die from internal injuries.

hree commissions, 
BO that the price 


vouM dime to him at SoOO, or even be- 
ow that sum. The inference is that there 
must be a very large profit on pianos 
dien they are bold at the catalogued 
pr jco—if they ever are. The expenses of 
)iano ware houses in New York should, 
jy all odds, he very great; for nearly all 
f tho most eligible sites of Fifth avenue 
are occupied by firms of piano makers.

dispensed n ith altogether; and, certain- 
Iv, if used at all, it should be with cau- 
t'ion. As for its being efficacious as a 
(le»h reducer, It is about as much BO as 
typhoid fever or any severe disease, for 
it acts simply as a debiiltator, and im- 
poverishes the system. Several cases of 
.loath from its use in small glassfuls daily 
are on record. 
A little good vinegar is 


not likely to do any harm, and when 
•ightly used it seems to favor the diges- 
tion of certain foods. 
But, without 


doubt, as it is generally used it does much 
more harm than good, and lemon juice 
would be far better. Even a modeintcly 
excessive use of vinegar causes intestinal 
irregularity, which may show itself by 
either constipation or diarrha'a, nl-o tlat- 
ulencj.etc'. Ono writer considers it ca- 
pable of inducing cough, flushing of thf 
head and watery eye-,. 
When used verj 


intcmperately, it produces blood changes 
which may become immediately danger- 
ous; if not so, the decline in health is 
but certain. Besides using \ inrgar \\ il 1 
caulion, that used should be selectee 
tfith exceeding care. Vinegar made fron 
apples is very good, but not so good as 
that made from grapes. 
The latter if 


rather more expensive, but the chance? 
arc' it will eventually be sold as cheap 
and largely displace cider linegar.—Bos- 
ton Herald.
